u Faro o f the Country.— W e left Snake 
Fort on the 2 2d of August, and Arrived at 
Fort Wnllawallaon tho 3d of September. 
'Vtllnwolln is on tho south side of Co- 
lumina river, nine miles below the mouth 
of Snake or Lewis river, and nt the junc­ 
tion of \\ ailuwolla and Columbia rivers* 
It was built by the Hudson’s Bay Com­ 
pany fifteen year* ago. 
No timber ex­ 
cept fl'iodwood is found within twenty- 
five milos. 
'Fho anil is good in finnll 
spots on tho Walluwalla river. All kind# 
of grains and vegetable* produce well.— 
(’aulu surpass in fainer* nny thing I ever 
saw in the United Ftnlrs. 
Horses areas 
plenty, and abo il ta cheap aa in our 
country—beautiful, and usually 
milk- 
white or cream color. 
All amnmls feed 
out through the winter, at there is but 
little snow. 
Tho gra** is cf a superior 
quality, called the Buifalo gra**—a fine, 
short, bunch gras*, covering tho whole 
face of the earth. 
'Phis gras* ut one j 
among tho thousand marks of the good­ 
ness of God, in providing for a.1! climate*! 
and section* of the earth. 
It might natu­ 
rally be supposed— there being no ram or 
dew in this country for six or seven 
.11 months in th© year—every thing would 
be parched by the sun, and thers would 
bo no means of subsiateace for animala ; 
mains through the season 
retaining all its virtue, and 
form* very hearty food for winter. 
As 
aoou as w e came to it, about six flays be. 
fore* arriving st Wallawalin, our animala 
would leave the green grn*»a on the 
stream*, and seek this on tho sand lulls 
aud plains. 
Great American Desert.— With regard 
to th* country through which wo passed, 
nothing probably could have set mo right 
but actual observation, so difleroot is tho 
reality from what I had previously ima- 
jginod. 
The fact that tho vast interior of 


The salmon find their way into the moun­ 
tain*, up the several tributaries of tho 
Columbia. 
We found them plentv at 
Salmon Falls, ten days below Fort Hal!# 
perhaps a thousand miles from the ocean. 
They continue to beat their w ay up tho 
rivers and small stream* til) their strength 
is exhausted, sud the) fioat It ft lea* upon 
the shore. Not one of the countless herds 
that euler the mouth of the Columbia, 
every season, ever return. 
They arc 
mostly dead by the first of October. Tho 
Columbia also abounds iii sturgeon aud 
seal.
